Employers, when making 


money, can afford to pay better wages 
than when their profits were reduced to 
a minimum quantity. If they cat down 
wages and salaries in hard times, then 
they ought reasonably to raise them in 
good times. There is a law of equity 
in respect to the rights of labor, as well 
as in respect to those of capital; and 
when justly and impartially applied to 
both it produces harmony in the indus- 
trial system of society. 


A 'WRITER in the Graphic completes

Now 
for some more facts. Justice Peake's 
docket shows that from May 8,1877, 
to Jan. 1st, 1880, he has had before 
him 254 cases of drunkenness. 'Squire 
Albert, in that length of time, had 236
